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REPORT. 


The  Board  of  Managers  of  the  Gwynne  Temporary 
Home  for  Children  submits  its  annual  report  at  the  close 
of  another  year  of  usefulness  and  prosperity  in  its  special 
field,  of  charity,  and  again  commends  to  the  generous  sup¬ 
port  of  its  patrons  and  of  the  community  the  good  work 
it  is  constantly  doing  and  seeking  to  do  in  helping  the 
lives  and  promoting  the  happiness  and  welfare  of  the  young 
children  who  are  entrusted  to  its  care. 

The  Home  carries  on  three  separate,  yet  kindred  depart¬ 
ments,  in  each  of  which  no  effort  is  spared  to  attain  the 
best  practical  results. 

1.  The  Baby  Nursery  receives  children  from  six  months 
to  two  years  of  age,  not  exceeding  six  in  number  at  any 
one  time,  for  the  purpose  of  securing  their  adoption  in 
families  of  good  repute  and  of  means  sufficient  to  insure 
their  being  reared  and  educated  to  be  useful  members  of 
the  community  in  which  their  lot  in  life  may  be  hereafter 
cast.  This  nursery  is  always  full,  and  the  managers  have 
in  the  past  met  with  gratifying  success  in  their  efforts  to 
find  suitable  and  happy  homes  for  the  children  brought  to 
the  Home  for  adoption.  During  the  past  year,  as  in  pre¬ 
vious  years,  many  letters  have  been  received  from  families 
who  have  adopted  children  from  the  Home,  expressing  the 
greatest  pleasure  of  the  adopting  parents  in  the  care  and 
companionship  of  the  children  to  whom  they  have  given 
the  blessed  privileges  and  advantages  of  a  good  home  and 
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education,  and  showing  in  all  cases  that  these  homes  have 
proved  to  be  all  that  the  managers  could  desire  in  the  dis¬ 
charge  of  a  trust  at  once  so  delicate  and  so  sacred. 

2.  The  Two  Year  Old  Nursery  has  recently  enlarged 

the  scope  of  its  work,  in  response  to  an  increasing  public 
demand  and  need,  and  now  receives  for  temporary  care 
and  relief,  children  from  one  and  one  half  to  four  vears  of 
age,  not  exceeding  fifteen  in  number  at  any  one  time,  and 
it  is  believed  that  excellent  results  will  follow  this  enlarge¬ 
ment.  No  other  charitable  institution  of  our  city  receives 
for  temporary  care  and  relief  children  under  two  years  of 
age.  . 

3.  The  School-room  receives  temporarily  children  from 
four  to  twelve  years  of  age,  not  exceeding  twenty-seven 
in  number  at  an}^  one  time,  and  seeks  to  instruct  them 
carefully  and  helpfully  in  all  the  simple  studies  and  pur¬ 
suits  adapted  to  their  respective  ages  and  capacities. 

The  Home  has  maintained  during  the  year  an  excellent 
condition  of  health  among  its  children,  and  has  to  record 
only  two  deaths,  both  cases  of  prostration  from  the  ex¬ 
cessive  heat  which  prevailed  so  long  and  so  severely  in  the 
city  during  the  summer. 

Dr.  Thomas  E.  Sherman,  after  a  faithful  and  useful 
service  of  four  years  as  attending  physician  to  the  Home, 
resigned  his  office  in  April,  1892,  on  account  of  ill  health, 
and  was  succeeded  by  Dr.  George  A.  Webster,  who  has 
brought  to  the  discharge  of  his  responsible  duties  the  same 
high  standard  of  professional  skill  and  kindness  and  fidel¬ 
ity  which  made  the  loss  of  Dr.  Sherman’s  services  so 
sincerely  regretted. 

It  is  a  great  pleasure  to  record  again  the  indebtedness 
of  the  Home  to  its  many  generous  benefactors,  —  to  the 
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Second  (Unitarian)  Church  for  its  Christmas  festival  to 
which  the  children  were  invited,  and  to  the  ladies  of  the 
church  who  have  so  often  assisted  at  the  Home  in  sew¬ 
ing  and  mending  the  children’s  clothing ;  to  the  Young 
Men’s  Christian  Union,  and  to  Rev.  D.  W.  Waldron  for 
drives  and  for  Thanksgiving  and  Easter  remembrances. 
A  grateful  acknowledgment  is  especially  due  to  Rev.  E. 
W.  Florence,  who  provided  in  August  a  two  weeks’  holi¬ 
day  for  six  of  the  children  at  East  Orleans  on  Cape  Cod, 
from  which  they  derived  the  greatest  pleasure  and  renewed 
health  and  strength. 

The  housekeeping  and  service  at  the  Home  have  been 
efficient  during  the  year,  and  the  matron,  Miss  F.  C.  Pear¬ 
son,  has  discharged  her  duties  to  the  complete  satisfaction 
of  the  managers,  and  with  a  zeal  and  fidelity  that  call 
only  for  praise. 

The  managers  record  with  sincere  regret  the  death  dur¬ 
ing  the  year  of  Mr.  George  William  Bond,  long  a  faithful 
and  valuable  manager  and  counsellor  of  the  Home,  and 
the  last  of  its  founders,  and  gratefully  and  affectionately 
incorporate  in  their  report  the  Resolutions  adopted  upon 
the  occasion  of  his  death.
